The-‘Onited States Supreme court 
yesterday knocked out Mayor Thomp- 
son's contention that the nickel fare 
provision of the 1907 contract ordin- 
ance is binding upon the companies.

Washington, D. C., Nov: 21.—A de 
ficiency appropriation bill, carrying ap- 
proximately $104,000,000, or $86,000,000 


by various government departments, 
was reported today by the house ap- 
propriations committee. Th navy 
asked for $27,00,000 and was granted. 
nothing; the veterans’ bureau request- 
ed $121,000,000 and was allotted -$66,- 
000,000. 

The deficiency bill, as reported, pro- 
vides that $40,000,000 of the amount 
allowed the vetérans’ bureau is for 
vocational training and the $25,000,000 
balance is for hospitalization. The 
treasury department is to receive $26,- 
000,000, of which $23,000,000 is for re- 
funding’ of internal revenue taxes er- 
roneOusly collected. | 

 & total of $6,500,000 is carried for 
the postal service. The department of 
agricuiture is allotted $341,000 for fight- 
ing forest fires, $150,000 for combating 
the pine beetle, and $47,500 for enforc- 
ing the future trading act.

BRITISH ACCEPT 
NAVAL PROGRAM 


Modify

-Washington, D. C., Nov. 21.—[Spe- 
cial.]—There will be no compromise 
of the 5-5-3 ratio of eapital ships, as 
proposed in the American naval lim- 
itation plan for the United States, 
Great Britain, and Japan. 

This was assured today, when Great 
Britain seconded the emphatic stand 
taken by the United States, in the face 
of Japan’s plea for a greater allow- 
ance of capital ships, that the only 
way to stop the mad race for naval 


| and to adhere to the existing relation 
| of naval strength. 

| Great Britain, following a confer- 
'ence between Secretary Hughes and 
|Mr. Balfour, let it be known that she 
_will support the Hughes proposal to 
| retain the existing capital ship ratio 
of the three naval powers unreserv- 


edly. 
Kato Asks Modification. 


Mr. Hughes has conferred on the 
subject with Admiral Baron Kato of 
Japan, who asked that Japan be grant- 
ed a little more than 60 per cent of 
battleship power. This conference is 
said to have cleared the atmosphere 
regarding the American program from 
a Japanese standpoint, and to have 
made assurance that there will be a 
satisfactory agreement reached on re- 
duction of naval armaments. 

There is a suggestion, however, that 
some concession may be made which 
might change the reduction plan with 
respect to capital ships without altering 
the ratio. Japan’s suggestion that she 
be allotted a little more than ,60 per 
cent is said to be based primarily upon 
her desire to save the new dreadnaught 
Mutsu, now nearing completion.., 


Each May Keep One. 


If Japan insists upon saving the 
Mutsu she may be permitted to keep 
the ship. But if Japan gets the Mutsu 
the United States will be permitted, 
under the revised plan, to keep the new 
Colorado, a 32,600 ton ship, with eight 
sixteen inch guns. England, under 
such an arrangement, would be ac- 
corded an additional capital ship, now 
scheduled for the scrap heap. Thus | 
would the 6-5-3 ratio be maintained, but .

We now realize that contizuation of this alliance 
will make Great Britain and Japan potenfial allies 
against the United States, and actual allies in so 
far as England supplies material to build up Japan's 
sea power. In such circumstances we are forced 
to the belief that the 5-5-3 program for the United 
States, Great Britain, Japan, is potentially a 5-8 
program for the United States against a British- 
Japanese alliance. 

If the United States were on the verge of bank-

such a program in the vague hope of peace, but 
we are not on the verge of bankruptcy. We have 
far greater available resources in money and ma- 
terial than Britain and Japan together. We are 
now embarked on a navy building program which 
would make our navy the greatest in the world. 
We can carry out that program with much less 
difficulty than either England or Japan can com- 
When we offer to give it 
up, therefoMe, we prove our sincerity. 

But if we go through with the Hughes program 
and voluntarily accept naval mferiority to Britain 
when we are on the way to becoming superior, and 
then find Britain and Japan associated with a 
strength of 8 to 5 against us, there will be serious 
popular reactign, which will denounce the treaty 
by a majority as great as that which ‘repudiated 
the Wilson program. Our offer is supported in 
good faith by popular opinion, but it will not be 
80 supported if our navy is to face a possible com- 
bination of the other two navies. Such a combiha- 
tion wotld mean the world dominance which the 
Japanese naval officer had in mind when he pro- 
posed the toast: “May the island empires rule? 
the world.”

MORE HEADACHE RELIEF. 
~ F people with headaches due to 
digestive troubles, not all are due 
to eating too much starch or too 
much meat. According to Brown 
there are two other sub-groups in this 
large division. | 

The first is composed of those whose 
headaches are due to putrefactions @ak- 
ing place in the large intestine. 

Dr. Brown says he has seen two such 
cases, in both of which each attack of 
headache lasted four or five days. The 
patients were compelled to remain in 
bed, and when they recovered he found 
that they had lost five to ten pounds, 
Each of these patients failed to get 
benefit from the use of purgatives. They 
were not cured until they had submitted 
to operations for the removal of appen- 
dices or for opening into and washing 
out the large intestines. | 
Dr. Bastedo thought that intestinal 
putrefactions were a frequent cause of 
headaches. The treatment which a large 
proportion of sufferers speedily learn by 
experience to follow isto take a cathar- 
tic and to dat no food, or none except 
a little tea and toast. 


Dr. Alvarez does not agree with either 
Dr. Bastedo or Dr. Brown as to the 
the go-called constipation 
headache He says it is due to a re- 
flex irritagion from the distended lower 
bowel and not to the absorption of 
poisons.: 

- But that fs a scientific point in which 
the sufferer has no special interest. Both 
agree that the large bowel should be 


emptied as quickly as possible, some pre- 


ferring saline purges and some enemas. 
for this purpose. Prompt action of this 
sort may give almost instant relief. 

Dr. Brown's fourth group of he#f- 
aches was composed of the cases due 
to gout. This group should be given no 
meat, liver, sweetbreads, kidney, or” 
tripe, eggs, peas, beans, beef tea, or meat 
soup.

GERMANY BOILS 
WITH RIOTS, 
UNREST, STRIKES

BERLIN, Nov. 21.—With the 
vance of winter discontent and unrest 
is spreading in Germany. It has 
come to the notice of the government 
that strikes, outbursts of unrest, and 
perhaps coups d'état must be antici- 
pated.

EVVARD’S PIG TESTS REVEAL 
VALUABLE FACTS FOR 

| FARMER. 
Farmers who are filling up the 
breeding pens and preparing for a big 
crop of spring pigs to eat their cheap 
corn will bé interested in the results 
of John M. Evvard’s pig feeding ex- 
periments at the lowa station. He 
made tests with forty lots of pigs, 
feeding various combinations of lime, 


copperas, bone black, and potassium 
jodide, along with alfalfa, rape, an- 
nual sweet clover or Huban, corn, and 
tankage. 
According to Mr. Evvard’s report, 
alfalfa is the best forage for breeding 
gilts. A ration of alfalfa, shelled corn, 
whole oats, and tankage was fed to a 
group of pigs which showed the best 
gains in any lot. The daily gain of 
these pigs was 1.02 pounds at a cost of 
-$3.70 a hundred. 
In the mineral tests, equal parts of 
common salt and calcium carbonate or 
lime produced the best results. It 
was found that nine out of ten groups 


where minerals were supplemented in 
the ration. The salt lime combination’ 
produced pork 22 cents a hundred 
cheaper than any of the other mix- 


According to Mr. Evvard, if milk, 
alsike clover, rape, tankage, and milk 
by-products are given pigs, there is 
not the need for a great amount of: 
minerals in the feed. Feeders are ad- 
vised to use pure calcium carbonate 
or soft
